Washington,  Dt-c.  2.  —  Important 
and  unusual  statements  and  recom- 
mMdatfcNul  are  made  br  Secretary 
Oscar  S.  Straus  in  the  sixth  annual 
report^  of  the  department  of  com- 
merce and  labor. 

"Our  age,"  says  Secretary  Straus, 
"has  been  very  properly  called  an 
era  of  commercial  development  and 
expansion,  and  the.  United  9tates,  by 
reason  of  ito  manj  ezeeptioaal  ad- 
Tantagea,  its  boandloM  natural  re- 
sources, and  posseesini;  a  growing. 
Intelligent,  energetic,  enterprising 
and  self-reliant  population,  is  reap- 
ing a  greater  share  of  Industrial  and 
commercial  prosperity  than  nny  of 
the  other  nations  of  the  world." 

Secretary  Straus  points  out  that 
labor  and  the  industries  and  com- 
merce are  inter-dependent.  "  "That 
commerce  which  is  developed  and  ex- 
panded to  the  detriment,  either  of 
the  health  or  of  the  wage  standard 
of  the  laborers  ei^gaged  therein,  how- 
CTer  printable  It  might  be  in  the  ma- 
terial sense,  is  harafol  to  n  nation's 
welfare  and  slMmld  be  disoooraged." 

Some  space  is  deroted  to  a  consid- 
eration  oi  the  operations  of  the  bu- 
reau of  corporations,  but  on  account 
of  the  character  of  the  work  of  that 
bureau  little  definite  information  is 
disclosed.  The  secretary  says  that 
the  bureau  now  has  on  hand  investi- 
gations of  the  tobacco,  steel  and  lam- 
er industries,  inland  waterways,  the 
International  Harvester  company  and 
further  investigation  of  the  petro- 
leum industry  and  cotton  exchanges. 
He  is  of  the  opinion  that  adranee, 
"towai^  corporate  reform  must  come 
through  8«Mne  g^eral  system  of  pub- 
Udty." 

Secretary  Straus  strongly  recom- 
mends the  adoption  of  a  definite  sys- 
tem of  positive  supervision  and  rcsru- 
latlon  of  corporations  thioiiirh  an  ad- 
ministrative office,  urging  th;tt  such 
a  system  is  constructive,  not  destruc- 
tive. ThrDnuh  tins  oHice  it  would  be 
possible  to  publish  important  facts  as 
to  corporate  operations,  safeguarding 
the  unnecessary  publication  of  all 
proper  businet-s  secrets. 

"It  is  becoming  more  and  more  ob- 
▼lova  tliat  the  worlc  of  th^  gorem- 
■nmt  in>.  regulating  corporations 
ahoold  not  be  directed  at  the  mere 
existence  of  the  combination  itself, 
as  such,  but  should  deal  rather  with 
the  way  in  which  the  combination 
powers  are  used,  po  as  to  prevent  as 
far  as  possible  the  misuse  of  these 
great  industrial  forces.  Only  snch 
combinations  as  are  forme',  for 
wrongful  purposes,  or  such  combina- 
tions as  use  their  powers  for  evil, 
should  be  brought  under  the  oondemr 
nation  of  the  law.." 

Statistica  are  fomlshed  to  show 
tliat  the  percentage  of  foreign-bom 
pwaona  in  our  population  has  re- 
mained practically  uiichanged  for  40 
years.

It  is  not  yet  too  late  to  bud  fruit 
trees.  Keep  a  sharp  knife.  Cut  tbe 
twig  from  the  tree  from  which  you 
wish  to  bud.  Cut  out  a  vigorous  bud, 
with  about  a  half  inch  or  more  of  bark 
and  wood  below  the  bud  and  about  an

eighth  or  a  quarter  of  an  Inch  above 
the  bud.  Cut  off  the  leaf  In  the  axil 
of  which  Ilea  the  bud  to  witt^  an 
hich  er  so  from^the  bud,  learlag  only 
the  bottom  as  a  handle  to  assist  you  in 
the  operation.  Now  (mt  out  all  tbe 
wood  from  the  bark  save  a  very  little 
under  the  bud.  Some  cut  it  entirely  out. 

Cut  through  the  bark  of  the  tree 
stock  the  letter  T  and  v^  ith  an  Ivory  or 
I)()lislied  bone  blade  or  s<n::ethinff  that 
is  thir  and  smooth  open  or  separate 
the  bark  from  the  wood  sufficiently  to 
insert  easily  the  bud  and  no  more,  then 
(piickly  smooth  the  raised  bark  over 
the  bark  below  and  above  the  inserted 
bud.  Wind  and  tie  around  the  .tree 
sto(^  and  insertifm,  commencing  at 
the  bottom,  strips  of  bass  matting, 
leaving  only  the  bod  ixposed  to  the 
air.  Too  can  tell  within  two  or  three 
wedcs  whether  the  buds  have  set  or 
not  If  they  do  not  the  buds  will  dry 
I  !ip.  shrink  and  die.  but  if  soeesssful 
i  they  will  look  vigorous. 

In  frcm  two  to  three  weeks  cut  the 
strips  of  mattiug  and  remove  them, 
thus  giving  all  a  chance  to  expand.  In 
the  spring  if  your  buds  do  not  winter 
kill,  as  peach  buds  sometimes  do.  they 
will  shoot  forth  and.  weather  and  in- 
sects permitting.  In  due  time  wfll  bear

LETTUCE  OVERWGHT, 

The  Mushroom  Growth  Is  No  Longer 

In  It  Nowadays. 

This  is  a  suggestion  for  the  winter. 
It  is  a  secret  of  how  to  get  lettuce  foi 
a  luncheon  or  a  dinner  party  over 
night.  The  mushroom  growth  is  n;- 
longer  in  it  with  the  overnight  lettuce. 

The  eipert  gardener  says  it  is  not 
generally  known,  but  it  can  be  put  into 
practice  if  a  woman  wttl  only  take  no- 
tice and  know  how. 

The  way  to  do  it  is  as  follows:  -A  box 
is  filled  with  rich  earth,  mixed  with 
one>third  part  slaked  lime,  using  luke 
warm  water.  The  seeds  must  be  sof 
tened  by  having  been  soaked  in  strong 
brandy  for  twenty-four  hours. 

The  sowing  is  in  the  usual  way.  and. 
behold,  in  twenty-four  lioui-s  one  has  a 
head  of  lettuce  for  dinner  that  night! 

Whether  or  not  this  is  a  conjurer  s 
trick  can  be  found  out  by  yourself.  No 
one  has  admitted  whether  the  lettuce 
goes  to  tbe  head  on  account  ci  the 
brandy,  and  no  one  haa  added  up  the 
cost  ot  the  brandy  against  the  ordinary 
cost  of  ft  head  of  lettuce  in  the  market 

Here  is  another  gardener's  trick  for 
making  flowers  bloom  in  a  minute  ou 
a  cold  winter's  day  to  adorn  the  dinner 
table: 

All  you  have  to  do  is  to  select  per 
feet,  tightly  closed  buds  with  Ion.,' 
stems,  ("over  the  ends  of  each  stem  n\ 
once  with  sealing  wax.  See  tliat  each 
bud  is  perfectly  dry  and' Inclose  it  in 
waxed  papw. 

Put  eadi  one  away  from  the  air 
When  you  get  ready  to  have  ftall  blowu 
flowers  go  to  your.oonaervatory  <»  the 
shelf,  take  the  buds  and  cut  the  stems 
place  in  water  in  which  has  been  dis 
solved  a  tiny  bit  of  niter  of  salt,  and 
you  will  have  a  full  blown  rose  for 
your  dinner  table. 

It  might  be  much  easier  to  telephone 
the  florist  for  a  few  roses,  but  yon 
would  miss  the  fun  of  growing  your 
•wn  in  a  few  minutes.

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New  and  Old 
Methods  of 
Cooking  Meat 
Dishes 


Swiss  Roast. — Take  a  round  steak 
about  two  or  two  and  a  half  inches 
thick;  pound  into  It  as  much  flour  as 
It  will  take,  using  the  edge  of  a  heavy 
plate  for  tha»t  purpose.  When  the 
flour  has  been  pounded  into  both 
8ld€»  put  the  meat  into  a  skillet  with 
some  lard  and  brown  it  on  both  sides, 
or  use  oil  instead  of  lard.  Thea  cover 
with  water,  adding  miions  enough  to 
lUkTor  and  a  whole  ripe  tomato  or  an 
'  eQual  <iaanttty  of  canned  tomatoes 
vhen  the  fresh  vegetables  are  not  in 
season.  Cover  tightly  and  cook  for 
two  hours,  adding  more  water  as  nec- 
essary during  this  time.  Just  before 
the  meat  is  done,  salt  and  pepper  to 
taste.  A  little  of  "Grandma's  Spanish 
Pepper"  is  nice.  Delicious  as  this  dish 
is  when  served  hot,  It  is  also  very  nice 
cold. 

Economical  Ragout. — Put  four  table- 
spoonfuls  of  butter  in  pan  and  brown. 
Have  two  and  a  halt  poonda  of  round 

.  steak  cot  about  two  hudMs  thick  and 
fry  brown  on  both  sidea.  Cut  yxQ  four 

tmlons,  two  tomatoes,  and  one  green 
pepper;  pile  on  top  and  around  meat. 
Season  to  taste.  Fill  pan  with  water, 
cover,  and  boil  slowly  until  done,  and 
you  have  a  dish  fit  to  set  before  a 
king. 

Swedish  Meat  Balls, — One  pound  of 
round  steak,  one  pound  of  fresh  pork, 

feup  of  cracker  crumbs,  one  cup 
railk,  one  eg^.     Make  into  little 
i/ound  balls  and  fry  about  20  minutes. 

Stew  for  Two. — Take  a  amaU  roast 
of  any  kind^of  about  two  poonda,  or 
chicken.  Pot  In  a  fning  pan  in  which 
two  taUespoonfuls  of  lard  or  batter 
has  been  heated.  Then  pot  your  meat 
in  and  keep  turning  it  so  it  will  brown 
on  every  side.  Then  add  a  teaspoon 
of  sugar,  a  tablespoon  of  vinegar,  a 
handful  of  flour,  and  a  pinch  of  pep- 
per. Turn  into  a  larger  vessel,  add 
enough  water  to  almost  cover  meat, 
put  cover  on  and  cook  slowly  for  half 
an  hour.  Then  add  six  onions  and  six 
potatoes  and  cook  until  done.  Last  of 
all  season  with  salt.  Result  is  a  nice 
stew  with  plenty  of  brown  gravy. 

Baked  IHain. — Get  a 'ham  and  let  it 
soak  in  oold  water  over  aii^t  la  the 

tning  posr  crft  water^  and  coTer 
n  with  cold  water,  and  add  one 
vinegar  and  one  cup  molasses; 
boil  until  tender;  then  stick  a  few 
cloves  In  the  ham  and  sprinkle  top 
lightly  with  su5?ar,  and  bake  lor  about 
an  hour.  Then  serve  hot.  This  way 
of  cooking  ham  gives  it  a  fine  flavor, 
and  it  is  not  too  salty.  It  slices  nice- 
ly cold  for  luncheon  the  next  day. 

Ham  Patties. — Chop  cold  boiled  ham, 
add  one-third  as  much  bread  crumbs. 
pioiBten  with  milk.  Fill  patty  or  bis- 
about  two-thirds.  Set  in 
ily  heated  oven  and  when  hot 
over  each  patty  (be 
break  yolk),  then  set 
"back  W»  oven  until  the  eggs  are 
cooked.*' When  slightly  cooled  serve 
on  lettace  leaf. 


Pantry  Bniahea. 

Butler's  pantry  brushes  are  invalu 
able  to  the  neat  housekeeper.  They 
get  into  comers  and  crevices  that  the 
c-dinary  brush  fafls  to  n  .k  li  (^ne  o' 
the  most  useful  is  shajjed  in  a  richt 
angle  with  the  sides  about  three 
Inches  high  and  bristles  borderin? 
both  corners.  The  wooden  frame  does 
not  quite  finish  out  the  square,  for  in 
the  oi)posite  corner  the  wood  is  round- 
ed and  made  into  a  handle.  Another 
satisfactory  cleaning  brush  has  an 
18-inch  handle  with  what  looks  like  a 
gigantic  tooth  brush  on  one  end  and 
a  mund,  flat  brush  on  the  other.  These 
bM^  helpful  is  cleaning  shelves  and 
earners  that  would  otherwise  be  out 
of  reach. 


Pimentoes  aw  a  Gamlah. 

Not  enough  hostesses  make  use  of 
the  small  sweet  peppers  called  pimen- 
toes. They  are  artistic  accompani- 
ments to  many  dishes,  wiih  the  added 
advantage  that  they  can  be  eaten. 

They  will  quite  transform  ordinary 
shredded  cabbage  if  made  as  a  border 
around  the  edge  of  the  salad  dish,  the 
whole  masked  with  mayonnaise. 
Equally  attractive  are  they  when  edg- 
ing a  border  of  rice  around  stewed 
chicken  or  anntranding  boiled  fish 
with  white  sauce.

— The  squeak- 
ing iron  backet  operated  in  the  600- 
fbot  shaft  leading  to  the  Rachel  sad 
Agnes  mines  of  the  Pittsburg-Buffalo 
Coal  company  at  Marianna,  Pa., 
where  a  terrific  explosion  In  the 
mines  wrecked  the  up-to-date  eleva- 
tor of  the  shaft  and  snuffed  out  the 
lives  of  miners  to  a  number  estimat- 
ed from  120  up,  has  carried  to  the 
surface  the  bruised,  mangled  and 
homed  remains  of  more  than  100 
victims  of  disaster.

Both  Desire  Peaceful  Development  of 
Their  Commerce  and  Agree  to  Re- 
spect Each  Othef  8  Territorial  Poe- 
MMlons— ^Determined  to  Preserve 
Common  Interests  of  All  Powers  by 
Maintaining  Independonco  and  In- 
tegrity of  China. 

Washington,  Dec.  2. — The  notes  ex- 
changed between  'the  United  States 
and  .Tapan  "declaring  their  policy  in 
the  far  east,"  which  have  been  tlie 
subject  ot  otMreepondenee  between 
Secretary  of  State  Root  and  Ambas- 
sador Takahlra  for  some  months, 
were  made  public  at  the  state  depart 
ment.  Accompanying  tli0. declaration 
are  two  letters,  one  from  Mr.  Taka 
hi.  a  and  one  from  Mr.  Root,  the  for- 
mer expressing  the  belief  that  a 
frank  avow;tl  of  the  aim,  policy  and 
intention  of  tlie  two  countries  in  the 
Paeifle  would  not  only  tend  to 
strengthen  the  relations  of  friend- 
ship and  ;.,ood  neighborhood  between 
the  two  nations,  but  would  materially 
ooatrllntte  to  the  preservation  of  the 
general  peace,  and  the  latter  deelar 
ing  that  "this  expresston  of  mutual 
understanding  is  #eloome  to  the  gor^ 
emment  oi  the  United  States."  ^In 
explicit  terms  the  ftVe  notes  are  as 
follows: 

"1.    It  is  the  wish  of  the  two  gov- 
j  ernnients  to  eueourage  the  free  and 
j  peaceful   develoj.ment  of  their  com- 
I  merce  on  the  Pacific  ocean, 
j     "2.    The    i>olicy   of  both  govem- 
1  meats,  uninfluenced   by   any  aggres- 
I  slve  tendencies,  is  directed    to  the 
maintenance  of  the  existing,  status 
quo  in  the  region  above  moitioned, 
and  to  the  defense  of  the  principle  of 
equal  opptNtunity  for  oMnmeree  and 
hidustry  in  China.  ^ 
They  are   accordinf^iT  firmly 
res<dved   reciprocally  to  respect  the 
territorial   pos.sesslons   belonging  to 
each  other  in  said  region. 

"4.  They  are  also  determined  to 
preserve  the  connnon  interests  of  all 
powers  in  China  by  supporting  by  all 
pacific  means  at  their  disposal  of  the 
independence  and  Integrity  of  China 
  !  and  the  principle  of  equal  opportu-

Potted  Strawberries. 

At  this  season  of  the  year  there  are 
always  a  number  of  inquiries  with  re- 
gard to  potted  strawberry  plants.  The 
Idea  is  that  extra  strong  plants  can  be 
grown   by   plunging  pots'  into  the 
ground  and  setting  tbe  yonng  plants 
into  these  wldle  still  attached  to  the 
motlier  plants.  These  potted  nlirsllngs 
are  then  transplanted  to  permaneat 
l)eds  in  August  or  Septoiiil)or  and  are 
expected  to  yield  a  crop  the  following 
year.     Practically   one   year  is  thus 
saved  in  the  iirialuction  of  a  straw- 
bony  cnip.  The  value  of  this  method 
can  be  pretty  acenratfly  set  forth  in  a 
dozen  words.  It  i.<  interesting  play  for 
amateur  gardeners,  but  has  no  stand- 
ing in  commercial  strawberry  coltnre. 
It  Is  never  undertaken  on  a  commer- 
cial scale.  But  in  sm^ll  gardens,  where 
the  fun  of  growing  things  is  equal  to  j 
the  market  price  of  ti»  produce,  fall 
planted  potted  strawberry  plants  may  j 
be    cordially    recommended.     These  | 
facts  account  for  the  annnal  appear^  ' 
ance  of  the  potiod  jilaut  fever  In  the 
amateur   hortiiultural   journals.  The 
scheme  is  suited   perfectly   to  tho^e 
wh)  have  not  yet  projrrcssed  beyond 
the  re.idiiii.'  of  such  maijazines.

CLEAN  UP  NECESSARY 


ANNUAL  TURNOVER   AN  IMPOR- 
TANT OCCASION. 


If  Only  to  Get  Rid  of  Useless  Odds 
and  Ends  the  Time  Devoted 
to  Furbishing  lo  Woll. 
Spent. 


There  is  nothing  in  connection  with 
houBeiiold  economies  that  is  of  more 
Importance  than  sanitation  and  venti- 
lation. 

Housekeepers  In  the  city  scorn  the 
country  woman's  custom  of  a  general 
opheaval  eveiy  spring  and  fall,  but  a 
little  thought  convinces  that  the  coun- 
try 'woman  has  the  right  of  it.  The 
housemaid's  daily  efforts,  even  where 
they  are  supplemented  by  the  service* 
of  a  charwoman,  are  not  really  suf- 
ficient, bf  raiiso  at  best  they  are  never 
altogether  thorous;h.  Then,  too.  we 
all  know  how  raiiidly  useless  things 
"clutter  up  "  a  place.  Nothing  short  of 
the  regulation  sonii  .''.nnual  cleaning 
seems  to  give  the  impetus  necessary 
to  get  at  them. 

It  is  a  mistake  to  hoard  half- worn 
things.  Convenience  is  so  often  sacri- 
ficed to  sentiment.  Mother  hates  to 
part  with  Willie's  first  pair  of  tromiers. 
or  the  cunning  little  pinafore  that  be- 
longed to  Mary  Jane's  baby;  but  these 
things  Take  up  space— oftMi  where 
space  is  at  a  premium. 

Whert'  a  house  or  an  apartment  has 
been  closed  in  the  summer  time,  gen- 
eral renovntion  is  a  necessity.  When 
house-cleaning  is  pursurd  systematic- 
ally— if  the  term  may  be  api)lied  to 
^nything  in  itself  so  disrupting — half 
Khe  labor  of  it  is  eliminated.  But  it-  is 
funwise  to  leave  the  work  entirely  in 
the  hainds  of  a  servant  If  the  careful 
housewife  does  not,  as  many  of  them 
"  do,  pot  on  cap  and  apnm,  she  at 
least  supervises  the  process. 

This  is  the  way  in  which  one  wom- 
an achieves  sanitation.  Hers  is  a 
large  house,  with  several  servants,  but 
she  always  takes  an  active  interest  in 
domestic  affairs.  Never  by  any  chance 
does  she  permit  spring  and  fall  to 
pass  without  the  house-cleaning  the 
country  woman  believes  in.  Incident- 
alTy,  It  is  interesting  to  note — al- 
thoog^  it  is  not  wholly  relevant — that 
tber«  has  not  been  a  case  bi  IllaeM  in 
the  ho  we  for  several  tmts. 

In  the  beginning,  boxes  and  trunks 
are  looked  after.  Everything  not  of 
recognizable  value  Is  disposed  of.  Ejsch 
room  is  subjected  to  a  thorough  fumi- 
gation. The  following  morning  win- 
dows are  thrown  open,  and  the  house 
is  aired.  Hy  this  method  not  only  are 
flies,  mosquitoes  and  roaches  destroy- 
ed, but  possibilities  of  disease  from 
other  sources  are  materially  lessened. 
It  is  a  precantioii  that  Is  weU  worth 
the  trouble. 

Now  1)egins  the  real  process  of 
eleanlBs— the  dradcery.  The^laoe  is 
swept  first  with  a  broom,  teid  then 
with  a  dry  mop  slightly  dampened  in 
ammonia  water.  When  the  little  dust 
that  remains  has  settled  all  wood  sur- 
faces are  gone  over  with  a  soft,  damp 
cloth. 

Paraffine  has  other  uses  than  for 
covering  jams  snd  jellies.  A  thin 
coating  of  paraffine  over  cheese  will 
keep  it  in  perfect  condition  through 
may  number  of  hot  days,  and  will  also 
frevoBt  its  shrinkage 

If  farmmrs  w«re  to  coat  the  inside  of 
tike  wooden  tubs  for  hotter  witti  par- 
afllne,  ft  woold  prevent  the  contents 
from  absorbing  the  wood-taste  that  Is 
so  often  noticed  even  In  tlie  beat  of 
butter. 

For  all  purposes  paraffine  should  be 
melted  and  apidied  to  a  cold  surface. 
Eggs,  coated  with  It  are  preserved 
longer  than  by  any  other  method.  Par- 
affine is  acid  proof,  so  that  if  the  cork 
of  bottles  containing  acids  or  other 
8|rong  chemicals  are  soaked  In  hot 
paraffine  the  contents  will  not  affect 
them.  A  sman  piece  of  it  will  be 
fonnd  quite  as  osefol  as  beeswax  in 
cleaning  .flatirons  or  waxing  tiiread. 

Featlier  Cake. 

Feather  cake  approaches  a  sponge 
cake.  It  is  not  so  light,  but  proper 
sifting  of  flour  and  proper  beating  of 
eggs  will  help  in  its  success.  One- 
half  cupful  of  butter,  two  of  sugar, 
three  cupfuls  of  flour  and  three  eggs, 
one  cupful  of  milk,  three  teaspoonfuls 
of  baking  powder,  one  pound  of  Eng- 
lish walnuts.  Save  35  half  meats 
whole  and  the  rest  chop  fine.  Hake 
in  a  dripping  pan;  frost  and  cut  into 
squares  and  put  one  of  the  nut  meats 
-on  each  cake.
